marriage and longevity go hand in hand. ] 


Ho calls in the aid of statistics to • 


prove his contention that a married man | 
or woman has three 
times as much 


chniicc to attain a ripe old age as a 
bachelor or a spinster, and with regard 
to 'men, he sho\vs that the mortality 
arheng widowers is greater than among 
married meiii 
Dr. Bertillon says that 


his 'father went thoroughly into this 
question and obtained statistics 
from 


other European countries which com- 
pletely support this opinion, while he 
himself has studied later 
figures 
in 


France. 
So 'his advice to young men 


runs': 


"Marry; you will do well even from a. 


selfish sUindpoint. But watch carefully 
over your wife's health, as even from 
this egotistical' point of view her loss 
will be a terrible misfortune, for your 
life depends in a great measure on her 
own." 
. . 


Addressing himself to young women, 


he says: 


"To you I {five the counsel to many 


in your most selfish interest, as mar- 
ried women have less mortality than 
spinsters of the same age, at least after 
tho age of 20; but the difference is less 
for women than for men. The mortality 
among spinsters is much greater than 
among married women, but it is not 
twice as groat, as in the case of men. 


Dr. Bertillon does not take it- cheerful 


view of the lot of the widow. He says: 


"The mortality among widows is dis- 


tinctly much greater than among mar- 
ried woman .of- the Baroe age. The sweet 
state of wido-whood' is, on the contrary, 
fatal to young widows. 
Their death 


rate from 20 to 25 years of age is tw.co 
that of married women at the corre- 
sponding age." 


•Re gives the reason why matrimony 


conduces to longevity thus: 


"Married people load a more regular 


life. 
They are more surrounded and 


therefore 
more 
controlled,

gularly "unfitted to cope with the tre- 
mendous strain which tho present read- 
ing and writing age puts upon it. It may 
Boom to be on extreme 'statement, yet it 
is snfe to say that not one educated 
reading1 person in .ten has a pair of eyea 
•which can be "called perfect. 


The. most common defect is astigma- 


tism, that is to say an irregularity in 
the refracting part of the eye which in- 
terferes with corect focusing 
of 
what 


is looktd at.' What ought to be seen as 
a 'point i» registered on the retina as a 
ehort line. The result of this is that 
myriads of points of which every object 
is. composed are seen' ns [ines, anil there 
is' therefore ,1 greater or lesser blurring. 


Custom prevents the 
recognition of 


this imperfect, vision, when the defect ia 
slight,, but the", fault is seen at once 
when one looks through a 
glass so 


ground as to compensate for the irregu- 
larity iri the eye, for then the image i» 
perceived with a distinction and sharp- 
ness of outline that is a revelatioq. 
-The astigmatism is often the cause of 
headaches, dizziness and other troubles 
which aro unexplained'Jiicl uncured until 
the oculist corrects the eye defect by 
properly fitted glasses. 


It would be well if every child who is 


backward in school, who allows a dislike 
of reading, or who complains of frequent 


were .talcqn to the oculist for 


an examination. It would be shown that 
many a "dull" child has n. good brain, 
and thnt his disinclination to study is 
nature's effort to save his' eyes from 
overstrain. 


The eyc-3, like all other organs, suffer 


Vhen the body is exhausted, and when 
one is fatigued the c.Ves should not on 
used for close work. Reading on a car 
or railroad train is bad, for the constant 
oscillation puts a greater strain on the 
muscles of the eye. which regulate accom- 
modation. 


When reading or writing by artificial 


light, a shade -over the eyes is to be rec- 
ommended. 
In the daytime the light 


should 'fall on book or paper from behind 
and a little to -the left, to prevent shad- 
ows. 
One should never read or write for 


a long time continuously, but should look 
up occasionally, across the room or out 
of the window, to relax the strait) on 
the eye muscles. 


Symptoms of eye strain are an uncom- 


fortable 
feeling, leading to 
repeated 


winking or rubbing of the eyes, secre- 
tion of tears, redness and itching of the 
lids,sties, falling of the lashes, a blod- 
shot condition and evening headache. 


•Bathing with cold water containing a 


pinch of salt will often give relief to 
"tired eyes," but if the tiredness is pc'1 


sistent, it is a sign that glasses are 
needed. 


Cooking Suggestions—To cool a hot 


dish 'in a hurry place it in a vessel full 
of cold salt water.

nice and fresh until it is all used up. 


A good way to tfll when ham is fried 


enough is by the fat. When the fat is 
brown (not burnt) the ham is done. 


A little vinegar put in .the water in 


which eggs are poached will keep them 
white and prevent them from spreading. 


If new enamel saucepans are placed in 


a pan of warm water, allowed to come 
to the boil, and then cool, they will be 
found to last much longer before either 
cracking or burning. 


Cake Making—A light hand contrib- 


utes much to success in cake making. A 
beaten dough ready to go into the pans, 
should not stand after it is prepared. As 
tho dough is full of air cells, caused oy 
the chemical action of baking powder 
or soda, it must bo baked before these 
air cells have time to break. This, too, 
is one reason why eggs are added .is a 
last ingredient. 
Flour is sifted many 


times to admit air and thus lighten it. 


Fat Bad for Sick—Fat in any form 


should newer be given to the sick, be- 
cause it is in largo Wobules, and there- 
fore dAioult to digest. Cream is in 
small globules, and therefore easier to 
digest tkan fata. But skim milk is the 
best food for children and invalids. Milk 
given to the very sick should always b« 
diluted.

FIRE FIGHTERS BITTEN BY FROST; 


19 BELOW AND FORTY MILE GALE 


BLAZE STARTS IN LOVE TONSORIAL. PARLORS AND QUICKLY SPREADS 


TO ADJOINING STRUCTURE—OVERHEATED FURNACES CAUSE SEV- 
ERAL ALARMS—LOSS IS NEARLY FIFTEEN HUNDRED DOLLARS- 


HEROIC EFFORTS SAVE PARTS.OF TWO BUILDINGS FROM FLAMES 


—TRAMP FLEES IN NIGHT ROBES AND IS BADLY FROZEN 


With the thermometer 10 degrees below zero, the village of Corliss was vis- 


ited by a disastrous fire about 8 o'clock this morning, the most serious since the 
Olle hotel was destroyed about two years ago. The barber shop and contents of 
Clyde Love were totally destroyed, involving a loss of $1,000 on the building and 
$400 on tho contents. 


Tho Hotel Baldwin, occupied by A. F. Baldwin, was totally destroyed, but 


most of the furniture and other contents saved. The building, a two story frame ' 
structure, «wned by the Miller Brewing company of Milwaukee, was valued at 
fi,000, and the furniture and fixtures of Mr. Baldwin at 12,000. The building is 
8, also insured. 
iBMired aad the contents, damaged $1,40 


The Corliss Engineering company fac- 


tory, lecated twenty-five feet to the east 
ef the destroyed buildings, was saved by 
the heroic efforts of the Corliss fire de- 
partment. 


Breaks Out in Shop 


It is said that tho fire broke out in the 


Lov« barber shop from an overheated 
furnace »nd spread so rapidly that noth- 
ing could lie saved. The Baldwin Hotel, 
next door wwt, was immediately in dan- 
ger, but, for more than an tour the fire 
department, with Chief Fire Marshal 
Otto K-unaey at the head, checlced the 
flames. With the bitter cold and a for- 
ty mile gale blowing it wa* not possible 
to s»ve the building, and it Was soon in 
flames. 


Then all of the efforts of trie firemen 


were centered em tlie Corliss Engineering 
company'• plant, .and that was saved. 


Sparks from the conflagration flew in 


all directions and set fire to the homes 
of Mr. Heidenrath and Joe Burns, located 
on Second street, but the buildings were 
saved without dwnage. 


Cflmpamy Turnishec Water 


Fire protiet'ien was scoured from the 


Wisconsin Engine works, and it is said 
there was 300 pounds pressure given. 


Several persons who ansisted in fight- 


ing the conflagration snffered frozen ears, 
noses, hands and feet and were attended 
by Dr. Pechn. 


Early in the morning a tramp molder, 


with hands frozen, and ears frost bitten, 
supposed to be Michael Ryan, was given 
shelter by Mr. Baldwin in the hotel. Af- 
ter the building caught fire the tramp, 
sleeping on the second floor, raced dow.i 
on the street in his night clothes, his 
feet being badly frozen before he was 
taken under cover. 


Among the furniture carried out of the 


hotel was a dresser, in which Mr. Bald- 
win had a bag containing $40. Half an 
hour nffcer he recovered the money.

BOSTON, Mass., Jan. 6—The Rev. C. 


V. Richeson, former pastor of the Im- 
manue! Baptnst church of Cambridge, to- 
day made a written confession to the ef- 
fect that he poisoned his former sweet- 
heart, Avis Linnell. The statement was 
given into the hands of his counsel who 
made the confession public at 1 p. m. 


The full text of the confession fol- 


lows: 


"Deeply penitent for my sin, and ear- 


nestly desiring, as far as in my power 
liee, to make atonement, I hereby con- 
fess that I am guilty of the offense of 
which I st*nd indicted. 


"I am moved to this course by no 'in- 


ducement of Bali-benefit 
or leniency. 


Heinous as is my crime, God has not 
wholly abandoned me, and 
my con- 


science and manhood, however depraved 
and blighted, will not admit of my still 
further wronging by a. public trial, her, 
whose pure young life I have destroyed. 
Under the lashings of remorse I have 
suffered and am suffering the tortures of 
the damned. 


Finds Comfort 


"In this I find a measure of comfort. 


In my mental anguish I recognize that 
there is still, by the mercy of the Mas- 
ter, some remnant of the divine spark of 
goodness still lingering vfith me. I oould 
wish to live only because within some 
prison's walls, I might in some small 
measure redeem my sinful past, help 
some other despairing soul and at last 
find favor with my God. 


"You sjre instructed to deliver this to 


the district attorney or to the judge of 
the court. 


"Sincerely yours, 
"Clarence V. T. Richeson." 


District Attorney Pclletier, referring 


to the case said: 


"I have no discretion in this matter 


except to accept a first degree plea of 
guilty. I shall not accept a second de- 
gree plea, or a manslaughter plea. 
Poi- 


soning is a first degree offense and you, 
cannot make anything else out of it."

university may be made a political issu-* 
in the next campaign.

Why does a drop of water bounce 


off a rodhot poker? 


W<s know that when we boat water 


sufficiently it given off steam, and that 
the steam must escape, or tho vessel 
will burst, says an exchange. This fact 
is used in driving steam engines of all 
sorts, the force of the 
expansion 
of 


steam driving the parts of the engine. 


The same thing happens if a drop of 


water falls on a red-hot poker, only it 
happens very suddenly. A portion of th« 
water is immediately heated to such an 
extent as to become steam. 
This in- 


stantly requires room to escape, and thus 
it drives bacK the rest of the drop, which 
appears to fly off the poker.

For a good many years tne referendum 
has been, practiced in Maryland and in 
some of tho other states of the Union, 
but its use has usually been confined to 
three classes of subjects — the granting 
of licenses to sell alcoholic drinks, the 
creation of public debt and the locution 
of county seats or state capitals.

Maryland the so-called local' option laws 
have beeu. upheld by tie state courts. 


Briefly stated, the initiative is denned 


as the power to initiate any desired leg- 
islation by the people; the referendum 
is the reference of -lows which have been 
passed by 'the Legi«ln.turc to the people 
for their" ratification, the power to call 
any 
proposed

___ 
is the power to 


compel a public official to stand for re- 
election, or more properly; the power to 
vote a public official out of office before 
the expiration of the term of which he 
was elected. 


The importance of the decision of the 


Supreme Court in the Oregon caso lies 
in the fact that tho initiative and ref- 
erendum are employed in more than half 
a dozen .states, and the general drift in 
many states is that way. 
People in 


western states apparently are tired of 
having their laws enacted by representa- 
tives, or delegates, and are desirous of 
legislation direct by the people. Whether 
direct legislation is a "republican form 
of government" is the question for the 
Supremo Court to decide. The Constitu- 
tion requires the United States to guar- 
antee to each stuto a republican form of 
government, and the case from Oregon 
ie brought up on writ of error upon the 
contention that it is not. 


A la-w was enacted by the initiative 


plan in jOrogon imposing a tax upon the 
earnings of telegraph and telephone com- 
panies. 
The oompUiniofl refused to pay 


tho tax, contending tliat a law so passed 
b not valid under • such a republican 
form of government OH the United States 
is required to guarantee to each state.
